The 
roids climaxed more than 11 
months of undercover work by 
a daring agent who posed as on 
peddler to track down members | 
of the syndicate, he sald, 


The round-up began when an 
Agent intercepted a heroin sale 
on uv street corner, The agent 
seized one suspect and the police 
forced another one to stop by 
firing at him os he tried to flee.

Washington, Aug. 12. 
In a completely unexpected action, the Senate 
today passed and sent to the House of Representa- | 
tives. a bill outlawing the Communist Party. 


The bill, carried unanimously by 85 votes to 
nil, provides that persons who wilfully join or 
remain members of the Communist Party and 
commit any act designed to carry out Communist 
Party purposes will be subject to penalties of up 
to five years’ imprisonment and 10,000 dollars 


The bill would also make it illegal for any 
Communist Party member to hold office in a labour 


; union. 


The bill was put forward by Senator Hubert

T was a warm sultry 
day at Kai Tak last 
month. Nothing out of 
the ordinary was hap- 

pening. A big BOAC nir- 
liner was coming into land. 
Its tricycle undercarriage 
bumped on the tarmac 
once, twice. ..and then, 
quite suddenly, the nose- 
wheel tyre exploded. 

Before the pilot could brim 
the plane to a step the plane was 
surrounded by six of the afr- 
port's fire engines, sirens walling. 
their crews ready to battle any 
sudden fire should the blg air- 
Mner collapse under whe burst 
tyre, 

The pilot wns surprised. “My 
Gosh, they get out here quickly.” 
he said. 

Jt was the same story In 
Februa Jast year, when @ 
United States Alr Foree plane 
crashed and burst info flames on 
the tarmac. But for the speedy 
eMciency of the airport's fire 
service there might have been a 
major disaster, As it was, cnly 
two of the erew were badly In- 
jured; but no one was killed.

I heard ‘the story soon 
after the brenkout. But the 
British admiral who acted 
against orders, in the Nelson 
“blind: eye to his telescope” 
manner, was still serving. 

Now Admiral Sir, Patrick 
Brind — C-in-C Far East 
Station in 1949 —- has. re- 
tired. The story can be told. 

It started on Aprit 20; 
1949 when Amethyst — 
taking supplies to the Brit- 
ish Embassy in Nationalist- 
held Nanking — came under 
heavy fire from Communist 
shore batteries on the Yang- 
tse’s northern bank, - 

Nineteen, including the 
captain, were killed or died 
from wounds; eight were 
serlously wounded, and the 
ship ran aground. Signal 
code books were destroyed, 
and half the crew went over- 
land to Shanghai with the 
wounded.

Amethyst was refloated 
and Lieut-Commander John 
Kerans, R.N., from the 
Nanking Embassy staff, took 
command.

TO THE YOUNG CHILD

URING = summer the 

young child can enjoy 
the many living things he 
sees, even many of the in- 
pects and other lowly craw!- 
ing creatures. As the child 
grows older, he can gain 
increasing interest and in- 
formation about them—how 
they feed and multiply. 


It’s true he will tearn that a 
few of these creatures are pests, 
harmful to persons and to 
plants, But most of the lowly 
.erentures harm no one, ,,Even 
snakes, except for ‘a. few 
polsonous ones in certain areas, 
are harmless. Indeed, many ©: 
them ore our friends, since they 
feed on certain insects and 
other small creatures which 
prey on our fields and gardens, 

Yet tho average little child 
may learn carly to fear all 
snakes and practically 
worm and bug. He learns suc! 
foolish fears from parents who 
had learned Hke fears from, thelr 
parenta yeara carlier.
